BYE -LAWS FOR THE REGULATION OF THE REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS AND 

DEATHS IN DEHU ROAD CANTONMENT 


Births and Deaths. 


1. ( a ) The Cantonment Board shall maintain registers in the prescribed forms 
of all births and deaths occurring in the Cantonment. 


(b ) No charge shall be made for the registration of any birth or death under 
these bye - laws. 


( c ) Any clerical error which may at any time be discovered in the registers 
may be corrected by the Executive Officer . An error of fact or substance in any 
such register may be causd to be corrected by the Executive Officer by making 
a substituted entry in the Remarks column of the Register without any alteration 
of the original entry , on application by the person requiring such error to be 
corrected duly supported by an affidavit made by him before a Magistrate of the 
first class setting forth therein th : nature of error and the true facts of the case . 
After such correction is made, the substituted entry shall be deemed to be the 
entry concerning such fact or substanc : to be the entry for all official purposcs of 
the Board 


( d ) Except as aforesaid , no alteration shall be made in any such register . 


2 . The Omcer Commanding every Military Unit stationed at , and the head of 
avery family resident in or on a visit to , the Dehu Road Cantonment and the 
person in charge of every lodging house , dharamshala , sarai, hospital or other 
similar institution therein shall, within three days of the occurrence of any birth 
or death in his regimental lines , family or among prsons staying in the said 
places, as the case may be , report the same personally or by an agent or in writing 
in accordance with the following provisions. The report shall contain the following 
particulars :

(vi) Probable age. 
( vil ) Cause of death . 
( viii) Date of death . 
( ix ) If the deceased was a married woman , the name of her husband. 
( x ) Name and place of residence of the person making the report. 
( xi) Signature of the recording officer with date .

3 . The report shall be mad to the Execulive Officer at the Cantonment Office . 


4 . It shall be the duty of cvery medical offcer or medical practitioner to report 
to the Cantonment Executive Officer within 72 hours of the occurrence of any 
birth or death which has come to his personal knowledge in the practice of his 
profession . 


5 . In the case of deaths of foreigirers (aliens and non - Indians ) the Executive 
Omcer, shall immediately , after the occurrence, furnish the following information 
in respect of the deceas d , to the Registrar General, births, deaths and marriages 
of the State Government of Maharashtra , namely : 

( a ) Name of the deceased -- Mr. /Miss /Mrs. 
(b ) Approximate age. 
( c ) Profession / occupation . 
(d ) Place and date of birth . 
( e ) Cause of Death , 
( f ) Dependants or relations / family , if any , 
( g ) Address of any relative in the country of the deceased , if known to the 

Cantonment Board , 
( h ) Remarks. 
6 . Any contravention of the provisions of these bye- laws shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees .
